POLAND UNDER 
RUSSIA 


Russia is ruling occupied Poland 
with a heavy hand. information 
of the Russian occupation, receiv- 
ed by the Polish Consu! General 
to Canada, tells of the deportation 
of 6000 peasants from Polesie to 
Siberia. 

In southeastern Poland groups 
of Kirghizand Mongols have app- 
eared in the villages, They frighten 
the country people with their 
looks. It is said that they will cole 
onize the villages from which the 
Poles have been driven away, 

Sugar in southeastern Poland is 
in spite ot fixed low prices (4 to 5 
rubles for a kilo) very expensive 
(20 rubles for a kilo) as it ean be 
bought only in an illegal way, 

The next campaign will probably 
be very bad, as there are no more 
sugar-beet plantations in the 
wealthy farms, and the peasants 
refuse to plant them. 

All shops in Wilna have received 
the order to deposit all objects of 
value in silver, gold and jewelry 
at the national bank to be coafis- 
cated by the government. The 
population of Wilna is afraid that 
objects of gold and silver, as well 
as jewelry inprivate hands will 
also be confisvated.

, The Italian forces have run into 
a tough proposition in trying to de- 
feat the Greek Army. With the 
British forces now taking up their 
positions in Greece, it looks like 
the. Italian army will soon be on 
their way out. 

The punishment the Greeks are 
handing out to the Italian forces 
has put the Axis powers into 
another huddle, and_ whatever 
comes out of this meeting will not 
be of any good. 

Nazi forces no doubt ‘had in 
mind of crossing Bulgaria to hook 
up with the Italians. but the gov- 
ernments of Bulgaria and Yugo- 
slavia holding out against such a 
move has compelled the Axis to 
soft pedal until they get some 
idea of what Russia will do. If 
the Axis can be assured of Russia 
keeping out of the fight, they will 
give orders to advance through 
Bulgaria, which means Turkey 
would have to come into the scrap 
to detend her interests. 

The Axis cannot move from 
their base in Rumania until such 
time as they are sure of Russia. 

If the Italians had made a push- 
over in Greece it would of caused 
Yugoslavia and Bulgaria to weaken 
to the Axis demands, but now, the 
picture is altogether different. 
The Allies will have to strike 
fast and hard against the Italians 
before the Nazis can maneuver 
in any assistance that would pro- 
long the fight.

It seems fitting indeed that 
Great Britain and the Greeks 
should be standing side by side 
defending Democracy against a 
common enemy. 

Democracy, or those principles 
of freedom and liberty which insist 
that the individual citizen is sup- 
erior to the State, and shall not be 
merely the pawn of a monarch or 
ot a dictator, was first invented by 
Solon the Greek in the year 594 
B.C, and was actually put into 
practice as a system of a govern- 
ment in Athens, with a deliberative 
assembly whieh sat: continously 
throughout the year to design laws 
and to govern the country, in 503 
BAG, 

This system of Democracy was 
eventually lost by the Greeks, but 
the English won it back for the 
common people when King John 
was obliged to sign the Mayna 
Carta at Runnymede on June 15th 
1215. 

Today these dearly won rights 
and liberties areagain in danger,
